The Concordia University basketball program is steeped in 
one of the strongest winning traditions in the CIAU. Between 
1968 and 1972, the team put together a remarkable and un- 
precedented string of 66 straight victories in league play. 


In 1975, when Sir George Williams University and Loyola 
College merged, the Concordia Stingers were born. Since that 
time, the team has been a model of consistency averaging 20 
wins per season en route to an impressive overall record of 
286-146. This winning tradition has translated into nine confer- 
ence titles, four trips to the Canadian Nationals and a 1990 
CIAU National Championship. The team also boasts the best 
record against N.C.A.A. competition in Eastern Canada. 


While the school is very proud of the “maroon and gold’s” 
performance on the court including the 1990 Championship 
and the contribution of ten All-Canadians, it is prouder still of 
the team’s academic achievement. To date, many of the athletes 
from the men’s basketball program have graduated with dis- 
tinction. Indeed, within the last three years alone, five Stingers 
have received Quebec Foundation Scholarships for combining 
athletics with academic excellence. 


The Concordia basketball philosophy is clear and attracts 
players from all over the world — gifted athletes are to be given 
every encouragement to succeed in the classroom as well as 
on the court. The emphasis on academic achievement is criti- 
cal, because when the last jump shot has been launched the 
athlete needs more than memories to fall back on — he needs 
an education. 


With a first-rate coaching staff, a winning tradition, out- 
standing academics, a competitive schedule and excellent sup- 
port services, Concordia continues to be the place for the seri- 
ous young basketball player.

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MEET THE COACHES 


At the start of the 89-90 Sea- 
son, the Stingers took to the 
court under the guidance of new 
Head Coach, John Dore. Dore, 
who spent the previous eight 
years as an assistant coach 
with the team, was obviously 
ready for the challenge as he led 
the Stingers to a 25 and 7 re- 
cord, a conference title and a 
National Championship. 

A native of Queen’s, New 
York, John first came to Mont- 
real in 1972 to play basketball 
for Loyola College before ending 
his playing career with the first- 
ever Concordia Stingers. Dore, who was always a presence on 
the court, averaged 15 points a game, was a Conference All- 
Star three times and was perhaps the finest defensive player 
Concordia has ever produced. His Stinger accomplishments 
were recognized in 1985 when he was one of eight players 
chosen to Concordia’s All-Decade basketball team. 

John was offered a contract to tour with the Harlem Globe- 
trotters as an opposing player, but refused the opportunity in 
order to pursue his teaching career. That decision led him to 
St. George’s High School in Westmount where he taught and 
acted as the institution’s Athletic Director until 1990. 

Before joining the Stingers, Dore coached Vanier College for 
two seasons, compiling a 35-20 record and leading the team to 
two consecutive play-off appearances. 

In addition to coaching, Dore is the Marketing and Commu- 
nications Coordinator for the Department of Fitness, Recreation 
& Athletics at Concordia.

ADMISSION REQUIREMENTS: The following are mini- 
mum requirements and do not guarantee admission to 
the University. 


Quebec 

The minimum entrance requirement is a successfully 
completed two-year pre-university or three-year profes- 
sional (career) program in a CEGEP with the award of 
a diploma of Collegial Studies (DCS), or the equivalent. 


Ontario and other Canadian Provinces 
Grade twelve applicants from other Canadian provin- 
ces with an overall average of at least 65% in appropri- 


There is a non-refundable processing fee of $15.00 that must accompany all applications. 


ate subjects will be considered for admission to the Ex- 
tended Credit Program, usually requiring an additional 
year of study. Students entering programs in the Faculty 
of Arts and Science or the Faculty of Fine Arts will be 
awarded six credits for each grade 13 or OAC course in 
the humanities or social sciences with a minimum pass- 
ing grade of 70%.
